of  April  6-12,  1975  totaled  32,000 — down

MONTANA’S  FARM  WORKER  NUMBERS  DOWN:  Farm  workers  numbered  41,000  in  Montana  for  the 

week  of  July  6 - 12,  1975,  a decrease  of  10,000 
workers  from  the  previous  year  according  to  the  Montana  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting 
Service.  Of  the  total  farm  workers,  farm  operators  and  unpaid  family  workers  numbered 
26,000  and  hired  workers  accounted  for  the  remaining  15,000.  Crops  were  generally 
behind  normal  and  late  June  rains  decreased  the  necessity  to  irrigate.  Haying  was 
in  full  swing,  however,  and  weather  was  favorable  for  summer  fallowing. 

The  average  number  of  hours  worked  during  the  July  survey  week  by  farm  operators 
and  unpaid  family  members  was  56.0 — down  1 hour  from  the  previous  year.  Hired  workers, 
averaging  55.6  hours  during  the  survey  week,  showed  an  increase  of  4.9  hours  over  last 
year. 

LOITER  WAGE  RATES : The  average  hourly  wage  received  by  hired  farm  workers  during  the 

July  6-12  survey  week  was  $1.89  (considering  all  methods  of  pay) — 
down  8 cents  per  hour  from  a year  ago.  Montana's  average  farm  wage  rate  is  40  cents 
below  the  comparable  U.  S.  average  of  $2.29  per  hour.

FARM  WORKERS  IN  MONTANA  DECLINE:  Farm  workers  in  Montana  totaled  33,000  for  the  week  of 

October  12  - 18 — a decrease  of  6,000  workers  from  the 
previous  year  (October  6-12,  1974)  according  to  the  Montana  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting 
Service.  Of  the  total  farm  workers,  fai*m  operators  and  unpaid  family  workers  numbered 
23,000  and  hired  workers  accounted  for  the  remaining  10,000.  Harvesting  sugarbeets  and 
potatoes  was  in  full  swing  during  the  survey  week  but  grain  and  hay  harvest  was  generally 
complete.  There  was  also  considerable  farm  activity  involving  moving  livestock  from  summer 
ranges  and  marketing. 

The  average  niimber  of  hours  worked  during  the  October  survey  week  by  farm  operators 
and  unpaid  family  members  was  39.7 — down  1.1  hours  from  the  previous  year.  Hired  workers 
averaging  43.9  hours  during  the  survey  week  showed  a decrease  of  3.4  hours  from  last  year.

January  11  - 17,  an  increase  of  2,000  workers  from  the 
previous  year  (January  12  - 18,  1975)  according  to  the  Montana  Crop  and  Livestock  Report- 
ing Service.  Of  the  total  farm  workers,  hired  workers  totaled  7,000  and  farm  operators 
and  unpaid  family  workers  numbered  21,000.

of  April  11-17,  an  increase  of  5,000  workers  from
